give 90 million-year-old record ofa glutton 


Ninety million years ago a 14-foot-long tyrant fish called 
Portheus swam through the great shallow sea that cov: 
ered what today is Kansas. Like its distant modern rela- 
tive the tarpon, Portheus was a fierce predator, armed with 
a bulldoglike lower jaw for lunging at prey from below. 
It came upon a 6-foot-long herring-type Ichthyodectes and 
proceeded to swallow it whole. This huge wriggling repast 
may have been too much for the ravenous Portheus. At 
any rate, it died with its belly full. Then it sank heavily 
into the sea ooze, where it became fossilized in the clay 
while the Cretaceous American Sea vanished about 70 mil- 
lion years ago. Uncovered under the dry land of a cattle 
ranch near Quinter, Kan., this skeleton-within-a-skeleton, 
vivid evidence of the reward of gluttony, is believed to 
be the most ancient fish-eat-fish record ever found intact.

EDITORIAL 


THE LIONS ARE IN THE STREETS 
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BUT BEHIND OUR 17,000 ANNUAL CONVENTIONS THE REAL STORY IS YEAR-ROUND AND WORLDWIDE 


Every convention city is full of visitors this time of year, 
all wearing badges and many wearing para-military or para- 
cowboy uniforms or some other partial and spurious replica 
of an alien or obsolete couture. A 3-month-old lion cub was 
brought into Madison Square Garden last week by a hand- 
some babe from Chicago just about the time several stuffed 
elk heads were outbound from the Los Angeles depot. Within 
the next week or so the Cretans Association, the Dance Edu- 
cators of America, the 9th Infantry Division sociation, 
the National Candy Wholesalers Association, and the Lord 
knows who-all will add their mites to the 17,000 national 
conventions which a good 10 million Americans attend every 
year. They go home one or two hundred dollars poorer, but 
also richer in—what? 

The trade, fraternal and service organizations that do all 
this convening are supposed to be a “peculiarly American” 
institution, But the needs they serve are no more and no 
less American than the need for information, for friends and 
for a sense of being useful to society at large. The convener 
takes home a three-or-four day concentrated dose of satis 
faction for these needs, plus or minus some hell-raising. 


With the trade associations, as with learned societies, the 
accent is on information. The conveners pool their news and 
gossip, case each other's exhibits (or learned papers) and 
strike enough bargains and attitudes to last the winter. The 
20,000 teachers who attended the recent National Education 
Association meeting, for instance, went home with fresh dope 
on everything from audio-visual techniques to schoolhouse 
design, and the extra satisfaction of having practically booed 
a couple of speakers who dared denounce the influence of 
John Dewey 

The fraternal organizations—Elks, Moose, Odd Fellow: 
Eagles, Red Men, ete.—meet for more strictly con’ 
poses. You can trace their raison d’étre to the loneli 
of the American frontier, and the Elks’ clubhouse is still 
a place one can get a beer on Sunday in many a Midwestern 
town. These outfits are also prone to sprees of patriotic fer- 
vor and memorable oratory, such as the late Puddler Jim 
Davis’, “No man stands so tall or raight as when he 
stoops to lift a child.” (Davis refused to join Harding’s cab 
net until assured the work would not interfere with his 
Moose activities.) Of late the fraternal organizations tend to 
publicize their charitable works. The Elks, for example, used 
to do good in secret, but in Los Angeles last week their huge 
“Cavalcade of Elkdom” dramatized Elk ben ms over 86 
years, including three wars and the San Francisco quake. It 
was also announced that of 1,146,000 Elks, only four have 
been Communists. But they haven’t changed altogether: a 
Montana lodge, dressed as Indians, put on a scalping act in 
Pershing Square Park, complete with tomahawk and catsup, 
and the Mississippi delegation tried to pay its hotel bill in 
Confederate money. 

It is the service organizations which have added an im- 
portant dimension to information and conviviality. Ever 
since Rotary got Chicago to install its first public comfort 
station, they have been action groups. Rotarianism is de- 
fined as “hope in action.” The Lions call themselves “the 
world’s greatest doers,” and, since they are now the largest 
body of their kind (501,500 members in 11,024 clubs), it 
is hard to dispute this title. 

For example, the Lions in convention last week reckoned 
that they had completed “a total of 161,461 activities” during 


pur- 


the year. That includes about every good deed an adult Boy 
Scout could think of. They have helped incapacitated farmers 
harvest their crops, promoted marble tournaments and soap- 
box derbys, ‘sponsored blood donor drives, led and supplied 
local defense programs, given money to displaced persons and 
foreign students, started community beautification campaigns 
and new garbage pickups, maintained cemeteries, arranged 
spelling bees and given scholarships, purchased ambulances, 
launched fresh air camps, raised money for inhalators and 
‘itators, started school safety patrols and furnished 
them with all-weather clothing, taught people to swim and 
save lives, improved school lighting, given blind people guide 
dogs and white canes (a Lion invention) and Braille facilities 
and jobs, and promoted interest in the United Nations. Mul- 
tiply all this by Rotary, Kiwanis, Optimists and the rest and 
it becomes hard to see how American life, especially in the 
smaller cities and towns, could stagger along without these 
organizations. It probably couldn't. 

Such clubs are an indispensable part, not of American poli- 
tics, but of American self-government. By doing what needs 
to be done, they make it possible for the U.S. to maintain a 
tem of strictly limited formal government. The brothers 
give a variety of names to these functions, from “paying our 
civic rent” to “damned if I know why I do it.” Rotarians, for 
example, have enfranchised themselves to take up any issue 
whatever except issues of party polities or sectarian religion, 
but they “do not believe in resoluting about anything unless 
we can do something about it.” 

If the US. ever leaves a genuinely American imprint on 
international relations, the U.S. State Department will form 
but a fraction of the image. The U.S. can only register itself 
accurately abroad through the actions of the free citizen and 
his voluntary organizations. It is astonishing how far some of 
them, notably Rotary and the Lions, have already gone in 
this direction. Each has thousands of clubs abroad, covering 
over 80 foreign countries, and they differ only superficially 
from those at home. “We don’t allow nationalism to influence 
us in Rotary,” says Yussuff Chinoy ess the fact that he, 
a Pakistani, is district governor of 25 Rotary clubs in India

From space comes the most powerful particle yet 


The American Physical Society, meeting in Seattle, last week was shown 
evidence of an atomic particle collision which created a greater burst of 
energy than any ever observed in single particles, either in the b 
atom smasher or the hydrogen bomb, About 10 million billion electron 
volts were released from an invisible particle from outer space whi 
smashed into a small aluminum-wrapped package that hung from a bal- 
loon 100,000 fect above Texas last winter. In the packet, which had been 
sent aloft by Dr. Marcel Schein of the University of Chicago, were layers 
of photographic emulsion. Schein told how the particle hit a proton in an 
atom on the foil and vanished in a vast burst of light energy which, 
exciting atoms throughout the emulsion, created pairs of electrons that 
produced the photographic impression at right. The numbe 
of the electrons and the angle of their dotted tracks conv 
that the blast could not have been caused by any fragment known to 
exist. He guessed that the mysterious particle was an antiproton, whose 
presence in outer space has been postulated but never proved. Obtained 
at high altitude, where antiprotons are theoretically more prevalent, 
his evidence is stronger than previous low altitude recordings (above).

‘Pregnant Goose’ is high-ranging outpost of U.S. defense 


Its back and belly swollen with almost six tons of electronic 
equipment, a radar picket plane drones homeward in the 
evening over West Coast waters. Nicknamed the “Pregnant 
Goose,” the Lockheed Super Constellation is the Air Force’s 
latest addition to continental air defense. Its mission is to 
patrol the oceans beyond the range of land-based radar sta- 
tions. From the high altitudes at which it flies the plane’s pow- 
erful radar has a vast horizon and can detect enemy aircraft 
hundreds of miles away, giving it far greater range than any 
picket submarine or surface ship with low radar antenna and 
narrower horizon. Once it has located the enemy the “Goose” 
guides attacking planes to the oncoming target. The Air Force 
plans to organize squadrons of picket planes to extend the de- 
fense frontier well over a thousand miles out from U.S. shores.

ts for making five great salad dr. are shown above with 
a pint of the finished product at the right and the ingredients 
on top of opposite page. One of these will suit whatever kind of salad 
is being served, and the low-calorie dressing should help solve the 
problems of dieters. It is timesaving to make at least a pint of dressing 


at a time and to keep what is left over in the refrigerator for future 
use: Sour-eream dressing will not last as long as French dressing but 
may be kept for two or three days.

JUBILEE FOR A SOAP 


Floating institution celebrates its 75th birthday 


Just 75 years ago in the Cincinnati plant of the Procter & 
Gamble Co., an obscure workman forgot to turn off his ma- 
chine, walked out to lunch—and thereby made soap histor 
His machine, accidentally beating air bubbles into the creamy 
mixture, produced the world’s first floating soap. The com- 
pany did not learn what its careless workman had wrought 
until weeks later when dealers kept asking for “the soap that 
floated.” P&G soon began making it under the name of Iv 

Ivory became not only America’s largest selling soap but 
also a kind of national institution. Through advertising, the 
“Ivory babies” (above) became familiar figures. Its motto, 
99 44/100% pure,” entered the language. But it made its bi; 
gest impression with the slogan “It floats.” It even inspired 
widespread news stories when, as was bound to happen, Ivor 
did not float. But P&G, explaining the phenomenon as a cake 
with its bubbles crushed, points to its record. Of over 15 bil- 
lion cakes of Ivory made, only seven are known to have sunk.

Premier Mendes-France joins British in hopes for a deal with the Communists. 


by EMMET JOHN HUGHES 


T a moment when U.S.-British relations are subject to the worst 
strains they have had to endure since World War II, Britain 
and France have reached a new high in postwar cordiality. This has 
occurred because Pierre Mendés-France became premier of France. 
Ahearty Anglophile since his days with a French group flying with the 
RAF in the last war, Mendés-France has said, “Each day, on each 
project, on each decision, France and England should concert their 
actions and associate themselves as much as possible. France and 
England [can] create together a solid European communit ” 

The man who spoke these words a year ago was placed in a singu- 
larly strong position to translate them into action three weeks ago. 
The scene was the great marble hall of France’s National Assembly. 
The time was past midnight on June 17. Nine hours of orating and 
caucusing, plotting and pondering had frayed the nerves of the dep- 
uties, At 12:45 the Garde Republicaine solemnly drummed the As- 
sembly president to his high seat on the rostrum. The counting of 
votes began as the rows of weary parliamentarians slumped on their 

red-cushioned benches. At 2 a.m. the dry voice of the president pro- 
claiingd the result; “419 for, 47 against. Monsieur Mendés-France 
is invested.” 

With that laconic pronouncement, Pierre Mendés-France, 47-year- 
old Radical Socialist deputy from the little Normandy town of Lou- 
viers, became the 1th citizen of the Fourth French Republic to try 
since World War II to bring sense and dignity and strength to the 
government of France. With the singular, ‘thoughtful calm that had 
marked his whole day, the young premier wasted not a moment to 
voice even a word of elation. He decided this was an excellent moment 
to begin conserving his energies: disposing briskly of a protocol call 
upon President René Coty, he drove with his wife through the faint 
predawn light of a Paris spring morning to his apartment, went to 
bed and with instant efficiency fell into a sound sleep. 

Thus there came to a dramatic end the postwar predominance of 
the Catholic MRP party, whose leaders had served as foreign ministers 
shaping French policythrough 18 different cabinets. There was new 
life given to the lagging Geneva conference. There was sud- 
denly presented to Soviet Russia and Communist China a Western 
leader candidly eager to talk peace with them. There was no French- 
man who exaggerated among the thousands hailing their new leader

The ‘contract’ 


HE change, though long in the making. was finally effected with a 

planned precision that revealed much of the character of the man 
contriving it. Days before, when Mendés-France had been called by 
the president of the republic to try to form a government to replace 
the one he had so implacably criticized, few Parisian pundits believed 
he could succeed. He himself never doubted it. When he rose to set 
forth his program to the Assembly—a stocky, broad-shouldered man 
seeming, as always, to strain the seams of his dark blue suit—he read 
his 13-page statement in the matter-of-fact tone of a man knowing that 
he is talking sense to a gathering long used to nonsense. He pledged 
three things: “a settlement of the Indochina conflict”; “a coherent 
and detailed program” for economic recovery; and on the European 
Defense Community “our allies will have from France the clear con- 
structive answer they have for so long now had the right to expect.” 
To underscore this sweeping appeal, he pledged himself to a “con- 
tract”: he would produce these results by July 20—within four weeks 
—or resign. 

No program could have been more shrewdly designed to make a hos- 
tile vote immensely difficult, but Mendés-France capped it with a show 
of daring. The Communists had announced their support of him, a 
kiss-of-death that made even many of Mendés-France’s advisers, cau- 
cusing after his speech, fear defeat. Imperturbably he shrugged and 
said, “Tt is all right. It only makes the fight more interesting, 

Returning to the rostrum, he declared he would accept office only 
if he obtained a majority independent of their bloc. Communist 
Leader Jacques Duclos, stung by the humiliation, roared, “That's 
unconstitutional!”’ Later he sullenly murmured within the hearing of

France won his majority without being soiled by Communist help. 
‘The overtones of daring and drama in this political performance 
were merely its outward mark. Its essence was coolly reasoned calcula- 
tion. Mendés-France did not offer his “contract” with its deadline as 
a hurried, last-minute piece of political theater. He had considered it 
for days, finally decided it made sense only a few hours before uttering 
it. He intended it not merely as a cunning appeal to the deputies but 
also as a time-limit warning to the Communist nations with whom 
he proposed negotiating. Nor was it madly brash to spurn the Assem- 
bly's Communist votes. Mendés-France knew the gesture would de- 
light all other parties in the Assembly. He knew it would appeal to a 
US. government plain! y to negotiate peace in 
Indochina. He knew he could not very well negotiate seriously with 
Communist China while depending upon Communist votes in 
to hold power. All this was simple common sense, as Mendes- 
is a man of formidable common se 
As becomes such a man, nothing that has happened impresses him 
ationally dramatic. The logic of events has seemed to him clear 
and inexorable. The fall of Dienbienphu, which heralded the fall of 
Laniel’s government, also marked the end of an Indochina policy of 
fumbling and failure. Five years ago Mendés-France had told France: 
"One day you will be forced to call on French conscripts to win the 
war in Indochina, But by the time you do, it will be too late 1 
will . . . be forced to negotiate.” Over the years since then, ever the 
pitiless gadfly of French politics, Mendés-France has taunted, mocked 
and warned successive French governments that their elaborate vacil-

“... to remake a nation’ 


UST one year ago, in another cabinet crisis, when he missed be- 

ing elected premier by an astoundingly small margin of 13 votes, 
Mendés-France had captured the attentive respect of millions of 
Frenchmen with his blunt diagnosis of French woes. Scorning the 
pretenses of bloated French national ambition, he had snapped, "No 
country, however glorious in its history, can found its authority or 
the respect inspired by its past . .. battles won in other days . . . can- 
not be the coin of our diplomacy.” Shunning the despair of French 
isolationists, on the other extreme, he had id, " “Let us have no illu- 
ns. No imaginable policy could enable us to escape if, unhappily, a 
new war were to break out.” And with memorable igor he had stated 
his vision of the future: “France must limit her objectives—but attain 
them; establish a policy which is perhaps less ambitious than some 
would desire—but hold to it. Our aim must not be to give the illusion 
of grandeur—but to remake a nation whose word will be heard and 
respected.” After Dienbienphu, such a man could no longer be canal 

The impact of Mendés-France upon Paris in this summer of 195: 
has not been unlike the impact of Roosevelt and the New Deal et 
Washi n of 193 urrounded by a “brain trust” of independent- 
minded young politicians, journalists and intellectuals, he has at- 
tacked is labors with a dispatch almost unknown to the Fourth 
French Republic. Within 36 hours of taking office he had his cabinet 
list ready: their averag + age a young 47, his 29 ministers and secre- 
taries of state inclu: Je six Gaullists and two rebels who bolted the 
MRP to join him. Three days later he briskly announced he was 
heading for Switzerland to press for his Indochinese peace. The fol- 
lowing afternoon saw him on the terrace of the French embassy in 
Bern, conversing earnestly over glasses of orange juice with China’s 
Chou En-lai. 

Back in Paris he redistributed the functions of five ministries of 
the prior government, put special study groups fast to work recom- 
mending action on EDC and the surging crisis in France’s North Afr 
can colonies. Setting up his own working quarters at the foreign office 
on the Quai d’Orsay—to stress his role as foreign minister rather than 
premier—he has broken many of the prized precedents of the French 
foreign office. Functionaries used to meandering to work around 
11 am, now appear promptly if not gaily at 8:45. Key advisers are 
situated wherever they are most conveniently near Mendés-France, 
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some in adjoining treaty rooms and some in nearby bathrooms. His 
protocol-disdaining aides bustle throu office addressing their 
premier with a casual and affectionate “Pierre.” 

In all this any suggestion of the youthful days of America’s 
New Deal is no accident. Mendes-France thinks of his regime in 
such terms, uses the phrase constantly in private conversation, 
and, as one of his closest advisers remarked, “He has asked me at 
least a dozen times why I cannot give him a French translation 
for it.” L’Express, the weekly which has always been Mende 
France’s mouthpiece, now always refers to him self-consciously as 
“P.M.F.” He has inaugurated a series of weekly “fireside chats” 
h the French people. He has ordered his staff to get him copies 
of Roosevelt's speeches to study their style. This premier prepares 
painstakingly for everything he does. 

The supreme purpose of such pains today is not merely the dip- 
lomatic feat of peace in Indochina. It is a passionate, sustained 
effort to communicate with the French people, to speak with them 
over the heads of a parliament that has long since lost their re- 
spect, to revive their confidence in their government and in them- 
selves. Not merely idealism but political sense dictates this appeal. 
Mendés-France knows well the grudging and skeptical spirit in 
which scores of Assembly deputies voted him his chance at power. 

To this unprecedented appeal, the people have seemed to respond 
warmly. Thankful, hopeful letters from the humblest citizens fill 
Mendés-France’s daily mail. The saddest, most eloquent tributes 
he receives are bright bouquets of flowers from women of France 
whose sons and husbands have died in Indochina. 

So somber a trust, assumed at so critical a time in the West's 
whole struggle with the Communist world, would stagger or stun 
a man of feeble will and confidence, Mendes-France shows no signs 
of suffering from such weakness. Perhaps this is so because he 
knows that he has spent so great a part of his life preparing for 
just such labors. 


The early restless fervor 


N only son, Pierre Mendés-France was born in Paris 47 years 
go. His father,a women’s dress manufacturer, was not wealthy, 
and Pierre attended Paris’ public schools, learned to play the 
piano, shun athletics, read and study with the kind of zeal that 
infuriates schoolmates. Largely under the influence of his devoutly 
orthodox Jewish grandmother, who doted on the brilliant young- 
ster, Pierre became himself fervently religious. The interest in 
religion passed, but the k of a restless fervor remained. 
Study now summoned all this fervor. Pierre graduated from 
the /ycée before he was 16 to rush on to simultaneous courses at 
law school and at the University of Paris’ Institute of Political 
Studies. At 2] he passed his examinations to become the youngest 
lawyer in France. With the blessings and respect of Paris’ Radi- 
cal Socialist leaders, Pierre next year moved to Louviers in Nor- 
mandy, there to practice law and prepare to run for the Assembly 
in the elections—three years hence. He grew a mustache to look 
older. <

of devoted followers to frenzied labor. In 1932, at the age of 25, 
he became the youngest deputy in France and also found time to 
make a brief trip to the Soviet Union. Next year, when Pierre 
married the beautiful and rich Egyptian-born Lily Cicurel, the rise 
of the young political star was signalled by the presence of two 
cabinet ministers, Edouard Daladier and Georges Bonnet, as wit- 
nesses at the wedding. 

In the next half doz zen years he wrote extensively on economi s, 
practiced law, drafted a history of Germany and w 
mayor of Louviers, an office he still holds. At times Men rance 
has felt his mind strongly drawn from national polities by the 
imagined attractiveness of a life teaching economics and presiding 
over the local affairs of Louviers. “He has often said,” a friend re- 
lated last week, “that the frenzy of national politics seems too 
barren of real result. At least in Louviers, when the mayor decrees 
the main street to be oneway, he can look out his window the next 
morning and be sure it has been done.” 

But his stride on the national scene never seemed to be broken 
by such vagrant reflections. In the Paris of 1938 the shadow of 
coming war was lengthening and Léon Blum was forming his sec- 
ond Popular Front government, Young Mendés-France was sum- 
moned by Georges Boris, a left-wing journalist and economist who 
was Blum’s chief of cabinet. Boris, today Mendés-France’s closest 
adviser and probably his only truly personal friend, last week re- 
called: We handed Mendés a tough economic problem and asked 
his recommendations. He ri tired for 30 minutes and came back 
with such a brilliant analysis that Blum made him underseeretar, 
of state for the treasury.” At 31, Mendés-France was the younges 
government member of the Third Republic. The government itself 
Tasted but four weeks. It fell when the senate rejected the program 
Mendés-France himself had outlined for economic mobilization to 
meet the likely war. It was the first but not the last time Mendés- 
France was to prove sadly right in forecasting future agony for 
France, 


‘Desertion’ and prison 


HEN the war came, Mendés-France volunteered for the air 

force. The Nazi breakthrough in 1940 found him in Paris on 
. The capital was sick with fear and confusion. His spirit was 
itself fired with anger against all that he saw around him. Following 
the government south to Bordeaux with his family, he was sent to 
Morocco, there to be arrested by the hy government. Curiously 
and characteristically, he had had ample time to escape, but his 
orderly, legalistic mind restrained him, as he later wrote: “I decid- 
ed not to let myself be carried away by unjustified violence.” He 
was returned to the military prison of Clermont-Ferrand in cen- 
tral France. Preposterously charged with “desertion,” he was sen- 
tenced to six years in prison. 

He escaped. from prison, after plotting with his usual fastidious 
precision, and spent eight months in the French underground. He 
then threaded his way over to London. Trained as a navigator, he 
joined the “Lorraine” group flying Boston bombers over the con- 
tinent and suffered all the tormenting anguish of a Frenchman 
bombing France. 

Finally summoned by General Charles de Gaulle to Algiers, as 
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minister of national economy in the French provisional govern- 
ment, Mendés-France still proved to be as toughmindedly inde- 
pendent as ever. He fought stubbornly for a harsh plan of econom- 
ic reconstruction and antideflation measures. By early 1945, when 
it became obvious that his ideas were not to prevail, he resigned. 

Now, without political power or alliances of any serious kind, he 
was assigned a series of technical missions: head of the French 
delegation to the Savannah monetary conference in 1946, French 
representative on the International Monetary Fund and—from 
1947 to 1950—permanent French representative on the U.N. 
Economic and Social Council. Beyond those rather arid chores, 
he could do but one thing: warn one French government after an- 
other of the shadows darkening the nation’s future, above all the 
pitilessly progressing tragedy in Indochina. Such a role earned him 
the grudging respect of many deputies, the affection of very few. 

Through all these postwar years, however, one fact has deci- 
sively favored his political fortunes: the shabby character of the 
regimes he attacked. One after another, French postwar govern- 
ments have embraced the policy of immobilisme—immobilization 
or do-nothingism. Bobbing, weaving and tiptoeing through the 
labyrinthine politics of France's fragmented Assembly, they have 
practiced that extraordinary Gallic political axiom of nothing- 
ventured-everything-gained. 

To appreciate more precisely the appeal of France's 20th post- 
war premier, one need only look back to his predecessor: lumber- 
ing, colorless, 64-year-old Joseph Laniel. He managed to stay in 
office almost one year without, for example, ever issuing a per- 
sonal opinion on EDC, He had been summoned to office from the 
depths of the previous governmental crisis in large measure be- 
cause his lack of political identity assured a minimum of offense 
to any conceivable point of view. He clung to office with bovine 
tenacity, early this June begging the Assembly simply to “note” 
his Indochina policy, neither approving nor disapproving. 

Few mourned the passing of the Laniel regime though some 
noted that even the manner of toppling it set a sad new precedent 
in the political antics of the Fourth Republic: not for more than 
30 years had even a French Assembly thrown over its government 
in the middle of a critical international conference. 

What manner of man has come to fill this political vacuum? 
His is one of those personalities—tightly disciplined, thoughtfully 
ambitious, slightly arrogant—that at first seems most impressive 
in negative terms. He boasts few friends and few amusements. His 
one passionate hobby is the tracing of his lineage back to the 
obscure days when his forefathers apparently were hounded from 
Spain by the Inquisition. (His theory is that his name grew out of 
the marriage of a Mendés and a Franco in Spain or Portugal before 
the 14th Century.) He never does light reading. He does not smoke, 
does not dance, rarely sips a drink. He never attends a movie, 
rarely the theater or a concert. Occasional earnest sallies at skiing 
have brought no rewards but hospitalization for bruises and a 


broken leg. No aide or friend recalls his ever exploding in an out- 
burst of anger or joy. He never betrays any nervousne 

A room where a man works often bears the mark of his charac- 
ter, and Mendés-France is fond of working at night in the study of 
his large but simply furnished apartment in Auteuil. The wall 
shelves are crowded with highly specialized economic studies, a 
smattering of other literature ranging from Dante and Anatole 
France to Adlai Stevenson's campaign speeches. His small, simple 
walnut desk is stacked with newspapers which, as his wife explains, 
"no one dares touch or he gets terribly upset.” There is but one 

rudging concession to ornament: a self-portrait by his wife that 
fanaa above his chair. 

At work in the Quai d'Orsay, Mendés-France has inherited the 
elaborate Louis Quinze desk of the foreign minister but has added 
to the room not a single personal ornament or gadget. Here his 
round-the-clock workday is taut with efficiency. When tired, he 
can nap on a couch for a precisely timed 10 or 15 minutes, invaria- 
bly awaking refreshed and on schedule. A demanding perfection- 

it, he labors over the correctness of punctuation and paragraph- 
ing in every letter. When he records hi ide chats” to the 
French people, he is careful always to stand, so his voice will carry 
better. He meticulously reviews the recordings with his aides, 
redoing any passage that sounds imperfect.

UCH an executive could easily be smothered by his own fastid- 
ious efficiency, but Mendés-France possesses healthier qualities 
of leadership. He is very slow to make a decision but, having lis- 
tened patiently to all arguments, he makes it quite alone. Once 
made, it is final and he wastes no worry upon it. He absorbs facts 
quickly by scanning memoranda and commonly cuts short verbal 
reports with a brusque, “Give me a note.” His even more frequent 
injunction to ministers or ambassadors is a crisp “I don’t want to 
know about it”—reminding them to make their own decis His 
brief sermon to all aides goes thus: “You decide. You do it. If y 
are right, fine. If you are wrong, I shall tell you so only privatel: 
He lavishes upon problems of the mind, the issues of 
office, all the fond care which he utterly neglects in all material 
matters. He invariably appears at his office in baggy trousers and 
ill-matching shirts and ties. And he is one of those men whose 
powerful appeal to the loyalty of others, an appeal prevailing over 
all chilliness of manner, comes from the warmth and force of his 
personal convictions. To those surrounding him he personifies in- 
tegrity, decency, intelligence, patriotism. “With all these,” a close 
aide asks, “he does not need to be charming too, does he?” 
Yet from all this a curious truth also emerges: all these marks 
etch merely a profile, and millions of the French people really 
know nothing more substantial about the man who has so quick- 
ened their hopes. This was quite accurately pointed out by an 
MRP deputy opposing Mendés-France’s investiture with these dry 
words: “You have presented us with a frame, a very handsome 
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frame—but an empty one.” Or as a 
veteran French political reporter re- 
marked last week, “The whole world is 
wondering what this man is up to, isn’t 
it? Well, so are we.” 

Such wondering is not strange. The 
figure of Mendés-France against the 
murky background of tedious years of 
immobilisme, seems to stand forth in 
brilliant relief. But standing by itself 
—for what does it stand? 

No one (perhaps not even Mendés- 
France himself) can give a full answer 
to that question today. A partial an- 
swer, as well as the great lingering 
areas of doubt, can be seen in all ma- 
jor issues confronting the man.

While most diplomats in Paris expect that Mendés-France 
will get some kind of cease-fire arrangement, none knows precisely 
what he will prove willing to pay for it or, more important, how 
firmly he will stand in the months of negotiating a political settle- 
ment to follow.

NorTH AFRICA. These days, while Premier Mendés-France has 
been getting compliments and bouquets in his mail from thousands 
of well-wishers, French mailboxes in Casablanca are being stuffed 
with different reading matter. Hundreds of cheerless nationalist 
posteards warn: “Casablanca will be another Dienbienphu.” 

For years now Paris policy on North Africa has fumbled ineffec- 
tually to find a navigable course between the demands of native 
nationalists and the sullen intransigence of French colonials. 
Mendés-France promptly recognized the problem by creating a spe- 
cial ministry for North African affairs. This salutary action itself, 
however, suggests little of what solution he may find. 

EUROPEAN DEFENSE. While it is easy to mock Joseph Laniel’s 
majestic silence on EDC, the position of Mendés-France himself 
on all European defense questions has been less than a model of 
When the Assembly ratified the NATO pact, Mendés- 
France was absent and did not feel moved even to cast an absentee 
vote. On the EDC he has brought both advocates and opponents 
into his government, assuring the Assembly that he will compel 
the contending sides to submit “propositions” (i.e., proposed 
amendments to the EDC) to speed French decision. These “propo- 
sitions” could either be so restrictive as to sap most of the strength 
of EDC or they could be relatively minor amendments enabling 
the Assembly to vote its endorsement by a healthy majority. 

But what about Mendés-France him- 
self?

Not much clearer than the » premier’s 
stands on these significant issues are 
the political personalities of some of 
the men around him who will shape 
his final decisions. Georges Boris, now 
a short, lean, balding man of 66, has 
been Mendés-France’s political mentor 


TOP AIDE Georges Boris is 
chief of the staff who call 
themselves “brain-trusters.” 
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since their days together in the Blum cabinet of 1938. Over the 
decades Boris’ career has traced a rambling course through eco- 
nomic studies, journalism, book publishing, brokerage firms and 
the civil service. He was onetime director of the truc ulently 
leftist La Lumiére, His present political views are carefully clouded, 
as becomes an éminence grise. But their ‘general drift may be 
gathered from his offhand remark to me in a conversation last 
week: “I am so glad I do not have to worry about American 
propaganda these days—what with Oppenheimer and Guatemala 
to explain. Ugh.” 

Perhaps second only to Boris in importance is 30-year-old Jean- 

Jacques Servan-Schreiber, the bright 
and personable editor of the weekly 
L’Express. Since L’ Express was founded 
little more than a year ago its offices 
have been serving as the regular meet- 
ing place for Mendes-France and his 
young friends rallied from sundry polit- 
ical parties; today the premises are la- 
beled by many Parisians “The Express 
ministry.” Servan-Schreiber serves as 
Mendés-France’s ghost writer and gen- 
eral political counselor. He denies, with 
a faint smile and still fainter force, 
that it was he who personally inspired 
Mendés-France’s offer of a four-week 
ADVISER Jean-Jacques Ser- “contract” with the French / 
van-Schreiber calls his boss Young Servan-Schreiber pass 
“P.M...” copying “F.D.R.” believes that direct negotiation with 

Moscow and Peking will produce strik- 

ing results. As for his weekly: writing 
in last week's L’Express, Jacques Soustelle, another close adviser 
of Mendés who is also De Gaulle’s top political lieutenant, lashed 
the “aggression” of the U against Guatemala as an “insen- 
sate war of money against liberty” and compared the airplanes 
that bombed Guatemala (hired, of course, by “Le trust United 
Fruit”) with the Nazi planes that devastated Guernica in the 
Spanish Civil War. 

If all this raises some doubt about Mendés-France’s enthusiasm 
for U.S. policy, he has allowed none to exist about his feelings for 
Great Britain. Long a regular visitor to the British embassy in Paris, 
he lunched there with Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden within 
two days of taki h Ambassador Gladwyn 
Jebb has been deluging the British foreign office with glowing 
accounts of the new French premier. For both parties it is a happy 
contrast to the experience of Mendés-France’s predec: 
foreign minister, Georges Bidault, whom Churchill cordially dis- 
liked personally and who writhed in futile anger over British vacil- 
lation in meeting the Indochina crisis. 

This new-found cordial understanding between Paris and Lon- 
don signifies, of course, much more than personal good-fellowship. 
In the timetable of Churchill-Eden diplomacy, the hour is at hand 
for proving the worth of negotiating with the Communist world, 
easing “tensions” with Soviet Russia and reassuring Red China 
that it need fear no provocative Western action in Southeast Asia. 
At such a moment, Premier Mendés-France appears on the French 
stage on perfect cue. 

The drama to be played out in France itself in the comii 
weeks promises to be tense, exciting and fateful. No matter what 
settlement Mendés-France is able to negotiate on Indochina, no 
matter what success may follow in fulfilling the rest of 
“contract,” even his closest advisers see him surviving in office 
for only a matter of some months, certainly less than a year. 
Stripped of the Communist votes cast for him, his initial’ sup- 
port in the Assembly gave him a bare majority of 10 votes (just 
the number of MRP rebels who voted against their party's in- 
structions). Leading a checkered alliance of parties today, he will 
find it racked with strain if he wins the chance to press his prom- 
ised program. Tampering too much with the EDC will enrage the 
MRP and alienate even those members of the party now tolerant 
of him, Socialists might fight any economic program threatening 
to clean out the unnecessary functionaries in state-run proper- 
ties. If he presses too vigorous a tax reform, his own Radical 
Socialists could turn against him. For these reasons, or any one 
of a host of personal differences, almost all the Assembly's lead- 
ers will, in coming weeks, be quietly expecting, if not plotting, 
Mendés-France’s fall. Nevertheless, whether he leaves office on 
the expiration of his “contract” or later, the exceedingly intel- 
ligent, well-reasoned political campaign he is embarked on will 
go on effectively long after July 20.
